Educators 
Of Colleges 



Twmt — B— is now probing the effect of Con- 
gressional investigatio-is on .\merican colleges and 
universities. Tliese investigations, the results of 
which appear in the .\pril 13 isue of Time, show an 
inaeafling fear on tfie port of our ediuMtoa l ear 
of speaking, fear of writing, and fear of expressing 
political opinions of Communism, either in or out 
of the classroom. 

This fear seems to be direcdy proportional to die 
■Hdher of tinws men sudi as Senator Joe McCarthy 
point an accusing finger at someone suspected of 
being a Red svinpathi/er. Tiiiu-s probe sbowetl. 
witli frightening clarit\ . the attitude man\ educ-ators 
aie now taking, "^ure we have fic e d e m of speech, 
as long as that speech doesn't touch on the Mbjeot 
of Communism iu the c lassrooin lec ture." 

We regard this attitude— and the conditions 
whid) bring it about— as dangerous and detrimental 
to (he welfare of the country. Few people wfl 
deny Aat recogni/inu the nature of Communism is 
necesary to fight it. >K it can't ix)ssibl\ b<' recog- 
nizeable it it is hushed up in the classroom because 
of investigation-produced academic oowardioe. 

Uut the Association of American Uniwrntifi. 
we "condemn Russian (^ommunisin as we condemn 
every form of totalitarianism." But we also recog- 
nize the difference between teaching Communism 
; Coatmunism. Foithermoie, wel 



Communism. We think that the professors who 
have the academic guts to dig into tlie subject 
and let us wei^ the facts for ourselves deserve a 
lot of credit. Academic cowardice hasn t left stu- 
dents hert ignorant of our enemy. I nderstauding 
is rccogni/.ing, and rec-ognition is the one infallible 
weapon against Cioinmniiisui in this country. It can 
come only through ac adt mic freedom, protected by 
academic judmnent.— IM5.

receiving an LL3. degree. 

After serving in the anti-trust di- 
vision of the Department of Justice, 
he liecame an instructor in law at 
George Washington and the Uni- 
l versity of Arkansas from 1935-39. 
! When tt>e pmMent of the Univer- 
' sity of Arkansas was killed in an 
accident in 1939. Senator Fulbright 
was elected president of that unl- 
j versity al the age of .Sf. 

I Entered Congress In 1942 

Senator Fulbright entered Con- 
gress in 1M3 and shortly after 
gained recognition as an authority 
on Fonrign Alli4n. By June pC that 
year he had won natlamrtde at- 
tention with the "FuHwight Resolu- 
tion." This 86 word reaoluUco called 
for an Intethational organization to 
maintain the peace and was the 
forerunner to the estabUahment of 
the United Nations. 

Senator Fulbright was named by 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull as 
Chairman of the Ignited State 
delegation to the Conference of Al- 
lied Ministers of EducatleB at Lon- 
don in April. 1944. 

Fulbright was 39 when he entered 
the ^pited States Senate in January 
M litf. Besides his moA for peace 
and student exchange. Senator Ful- 
bright has been interested in legis- 
lation dealing with edticatlan. labor 
relations, scieptMc and technnngiral 
rrncarrti- ilniiiillnliii of Congress 
and the eaeeathre branA of gpvem- 
ment* and with programs to attract 
capable public servants.

"Can't we call them anything but 
John. William. Oeorge, Charles, and 
James?" .According to statistics we 
can't. Recent surveys show that out 

of the entire male population in the 
United States, better than one-third 
l>car one of the names alMve. 

An ancient method for selecting 
ciiven names was to name infants 
after some event taking place at 
birth. A thunderstorm, a wild ani- 
mal lurking in the forest, or any 
peculiarity connected with birth wa.s 
the ba.sis for choo.sing a name. If 
no .such in.--piration occurred, the 
child was named after some strik- 
ing charactirletk, AT fessR aa early 
action 

With tlie coming of Christianity 
and bapti.sin, it was deemed proper 
to call children after holy char- 
acters. Thus, another method wa-s 
developed in naming the oflf-.spring. 

Among royalty, the forename is 
yet the principal identification. In 
Wales, if John Smith has a son 
called David, he is called David 
John, not David Smith after the 
surname of his father. 

A striking fact is the limited range 
of names today in common usage. 
A large city directory shows that 
out of 1.24ti persons listed. 676 or 
more than 50 per cent are William. 
John. James. Charles. George. Ed- 
ward, Frank, Fred. Harry, and Tom. 
Out of this 878 males, 40 per cent 
were names of the first five, and ten 
per cent if these tNM odM YTII-. 
Ham.

In a similar list 
of 1.246 women taken from the di- 
recory. 34.83 per cent or 434 women 
bear the ten names of Mary.

Not only are names important, 
but their ctyaiolagy a»kn quite a 
study. For Instance, Dr. Herman L.

Playing football or any other sport 
at the University, i.s a lot more than 
Just reporting to the practice ses- 
sions every day, taking part in 
Spring inractice and playing or sit- 
ting on the bench on Saturday 
afternoons and then returning to 
the room awaiting tbe next day's 
practice. 

Althr.uyh It i.s contrary to v.liat 
.'.(ime people believe, athli'te.s have 
to make their standing m ^( Imol 
work here at Kentucky before tliey 
are eligible to play. In otlier -.vnrds. 
education comei first and .sports are 
secondary 

Upon enterinu the U:".ivcrsitv. the 
bo.vs are told by the coaches liia! 
their main objective is the acquisi- 
tion ot an education Thov also em- 
phasize the fact that the passing of 
12 hours per semester is a rcciuislte 
for eligibility for competition 

The newest system installi'd to 
a.s.sure eligibility of the majority of 
men is the plan by Coach Br\ant 
where the player's (. i-uic- arc check- 
ed every two wi-c!: 1/ ;hc piu; r- . of 
grade slips cut: ii I'r-i iv. ilii piavcrs 
to each instruci ; 

The.se slips are filled out by the 
instructor as to irtietber the in- 
dividual is pa.ssing or doing satis- 
factory work. If the player is not 
passing 12 hours, h^ Ls suspended 
from the chow line for the next 
two weeks or imtil the next slips are 
eiretdated. 



It is not the conservation of con- 
siunption of food that caused this 

innovation but rather an effort on 
the part of Bryant to give greater 
encourngemant to the boys to try 

harder. 

At the same time, the parents of 
the boys are kept informed by Coach 
Bryant on the progress and activities 
ofthetarsons. 

If some of the so-called quarter- 
backs, previously mentioned, says to 
you, "They don't have to do any- 
thing to pass. All tbe teachers give 
them their grades on a ptatter," 
a.sk tliem what happened to an 
athlete who was one of the most 
celebrated freshmen ever to attend 
Kentucky, If be cares to check, he 
will find that the boy was dropped 
from school because ot bis poor 
scholastic standing. 

In addition, sc-.enil freshmen, who 
were with us the first semester last 
fall, realized loo late this tact and 
are no lonKcr wnl^ u.? When you 
clicck the li. t of i).A:e:< next year, 
count the number of well known 
names that are missing' from tbe 

list. 

In concluding this rebuttal to the 
local "Pharmacy Fullbacks", we 
sincerely hope that any boy who 
plans to enter UK on a scholarship 
is prepared to take his education 
.seriously and forget tbe dream life 
and glory of athletes. Leave that 
for the movies. 

Your athletic life will probably 
end in four years but the main pur- 
po.se in the .scholarship is to prepare 
you for life. Don't forget it.

Under tbe academic policy being 
followed by Coach Bryant npon 
recommendation ot the fbotbaU 
squad themselves, each player is 
required to attend classes regularty 
and to make normal progreH in 
their school work.. A check of the 
scholastic ittogreas being made by 
each member of the squad is made 
with the instnictors at regular in- 
tervals. Failure to meet these re-
